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--   DEDICATION   -- 

Members  of  the  Charlestown  Board  of  Selectmen  are  pleased  to 
dedicate  this  Annual  Report  to  Oscar  Makinen,  who,  over  the  years 
from  1968  to  the  present,  has  served  his  community  as  a  member  and/ 
or  chairman  of  virtually  every  board,  commission  and  committee 
within  the  Town  of  Charlestown.  In  1994,  Oscar  was  nominated  for, 
and  was  the  recipient  of,  an  award,  presented  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Association,  for  being  one  of 
New  Hampshire's  outstanding  volunteers.  In  addition  to  his  exhaus- 
tive volunteer  activities,  Oscar  has  also  found  time  to  serve  as 
the  Town's  Building/Zoning  Inspector  from  1978  to  1989,  and  in 
that  capacity,  on  an  interim  basis,  for  several  months  in  1994. 

As  to  his  ability  to  involve  others  in  volunteerism,  a  favo- 
rite anecdote  relates  to  the  time  he  donated  his  Building  Inspec- 
tor's salary  toward  the  purchase  of  a  copier,  on  the  condition 
that  one  of  the  Selectmen  follow  suit.  In  1982,  Oscar  developed 
the  "Help  the  Town  Program",  which  requires  that  able-bodied  per- 
sons receiving  assistance  work  off  their  aid  payments.  The  pro- 
gram is  a  successful  one  to  this  day,  allowing  participants  to 
build  skills  and  self-assurance. 

Oscar's  willingness  to  serve  Charlestown,  in  the  various  elec- 
tive and  appointed  positions  mentioned,  is  but  a  small  testimony 
to  his  interest  in,  and  support  for  his  community,  constantly 
exhibited  but  not  noted  by  way  of  official  record.  There  are  few 
days  when  Oscar  does  not  come  into  the  office  to  design  a  piece 
of  software  or  to  work  the  bugs  out  of  one  someone  else  didn't 
quite  finish.  He  serves  as  training  consultant  for  new  employees, 
having  a  wealth  of  history  and  experience  to  impart,  to  avoid  a 
need  to  "reinvent  the  wheel"  but  is  always  receptive  to  ideas 
which  may  improve  upon  standard  practice.  And,  while  it  is 
difficult  to  assign  a  number  to  the  countless  hours  of  this  in- 
formal volunteerism  which  Oscar  has  donated  over  the  years,  we 
can  honestly  say  that  he  is  always  there  when  we  need  him.

TAKE  NOTICE  AND  BE  WARNED  that  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  the 
Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire,  will  be  held  at  the  Charlestown 
Elementary  School  gymnasium,  on  Tuesday,  March  14,  1995,  at 
10:00  A.M.,  to  transact  the  following  business: 

(The  polls  will  be  open  from  10;00  A.M.  until  7:00  P.M., 
for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  ballot  Articles  1  and  2, 
unless  the  Town  Meeting  votes  to  keep  the  polls  open  to 
a  later  time.  All  other  articles  will  be  presented,  dis- 
cussed and  acted  upon  beginning  at  7:00  P.M.) 

Article   1:  To  elect  the  necessary  Town  Officers,  for  their 
respective  terms  (vote  by  Official  Ballot). 

Article   2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Charles- 
town Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning 
Board  (vote  by  Official  Ballot). 

The  official  copy  of  the  amended  Ordinance  is  on 
file  and  available  to  the  public  in  the  Office  of 
the  Town  Clerk  and  will  be  on  display  on  the  day 
of  Town  Meeting.

gally appropriate  money  and  in  accordance  with  and 
pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article   6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt 
of  taxes,  to  pay  current  maintenance  and  operational 
expenses,  as  provided  in  RSA  33:7  of  the  Municipal 
Finance  Act. 

Article   7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2,431,730,  which  represents 
$1,949,497,  for  the  Town  operating  budget,  $312,880, 
for  the  Water  Fund  budget  and  $169,353,  for  the 
Sewer  Fund  budget. 

Article   8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $35,000,  for  the  purchase  of  scales 
for  the  Transfer  Station. 
The  Selectmen  support  this  appropriation. 

Article   9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $55,000,  for  the  purchase  of  the 
land  and  building  known  as  the  Bakery  Building, 
shown  on  Tax  Map  29,  Lot  54,  for  the  future  expan- 
sion of  the  municipal  office/Library  and  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for  any 
Federal,  State  or  private  funds  which  may  be 
available  and  to  take  all  action  and  sign  all  do- 
cuments as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
pose of  this  vote.

highway  extending  from  Depot  Street  to  Church  Street. 

(This  Town  highway  was  never  established  by  layout 
by  the  Selectmen,  or  by  a  deed  from  a  prior  owner, 
as  can  be  determined  from  Town  records,  but  such 
highway  has  been  shown  on  Town  maps  for  100  years.

the  Community  Recreational  Facility  Capital  Re- 
serve Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  the  construction  of 
a  community  recreational  facility. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $10,000  to  be  paid  into  the  Capi- 
tal Reserve  Fund  established  by  Article  15,  for 
the  purposes  indicated  therein. 

Article  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  deligate  to  the 

Selectmen  the  authority  to  accept  dedicated  streets 
pursuant  to  RSA  647:40-a. 

(If  Article  17  is  approved,  the  Selectmen  may  vote 
to  accept  only  those  dedicated  streets  which  corre- 
spond in  location  to  those  on  a  subdivision  plat 
or  site  plan  approved  by  the  Planning  Board.

Cemetery  Trustees  to  amend  the  cemetery  deeds  to 
delete  the  words  "perpetual  care"  and  to  sub- 
stitute in  their  place  the  words  "general  cemetery 
maintenance". 

Article  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
accept  donations  of  land  to  be  used  for  municipal 
purposes,  pursuant  to  RSA  31:3. 


Article  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish,  pursuant 
to  RSA  673:1,11,  a  Heritage  Commission  and  choose 
the  number  of  members  (not  less  than  three,  no  more 
than  seven)  all  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
Charlestown,  for  the  proper  recognition,  use  and 
protection  of  resources,  tangible  or  intangible, 
primarily  man-made,  that  are  valued  for  their  histo- 
ric, cultural  .aesthetic,  or  community  significance 
within  their  natural,  built  or  cultural  context,  and 
to  exercise  the  powers  set  forth  in  RSA  674:44-b  and 
as  otherwise  provided  by  law.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  SILSBY  FREE  LIBRARY 

The  Trustees  met  once  a  month  in  the  Library,  usually  the  third 
Tuesday  at  3:30  P.M.  These  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and  the 
minutes  are  posted  in  the  Library. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  a  secretary,  treasurer  and  chair  per- 
son. We  select  committees  from  the  short  and  long-range  planning. 
This  year  our  committees  are:  Building,  Literacy  and  Centennial 
Committee.  The  building  committee  goes  to  the  Selectmen  for  any 
upkeep  that  has  to  be  done  to  the  building.  The  literacy  committee 
involves  the  library  books  given  to  the  Primary  School  for  the 
children  that  have  completed  the  application  process;  and  we  send 
cards  out  to  all  the  newborn  babies  in  Charlestown,  dedicating  a 
book  to  that  child, hoping  to  promote  early  reading.  The  secretary 
takes  the  minutes  of  all  meetings  and  types  all  correspondence  of 
the  Trustees.  The  treasurer  takes  care  of  all  money  matters  and 
expenditures  of  the  library  and  writes  checks  on  approval.  The 
chairperson  plans  the  agenda  for  the  meetings,  keeps  the  meeting 
in  order,  is  the  person  to  communicate  with  the  Head  Librarian. 
Lois  Cook,  our  head  librarian,  usually  has  a  written  report  to  pass 
out.  The  Trustees  are  also  responsible  for  our  budget,  and  to  make 
decisions  for  the  continued  smooth  operation  of  the  Library. 

We  have  had  several  programs  in  place  and  have  completed  many. 
The  completed  programs  include  humidity  control,  redecorating  of 
the  historical  room  and  mini  blinds  for  the  sunny  side  of  the 
library.  We  have  plans  to  do  painting  on  the  inside,  new  furniture 
(near  the  back  of  the  library),  a  study  area  for  the  youthroom  and 
new  drapes.  These  things  all  need  more  discussion  and  work  before 
completion.  The  Centennial  Committee  is  already  formed  and  has  had 
many  meetings.  The  Pre-Centennial  will  be  kicked  off  with  a  tea  at 
the  Maple  Hedge.  Then  in  1996  we  will  have  a  Tea  and  Open  House  at 
the  library.  The  Centennial  will  continue  thru  the  year.  Dona- 
tions and  people  to  work  would  be  appreciated  at  this  time.  You 
may  contact  Kathi  Moore,  chairperson,  or  call  the  library  for  more 
information. 

We  do  have  resources  available  to  us.  They  include  services 
from  the  State  Library  of  N.H;,  Board  of  Library  Trustees.  They 
sponsor  many  workshops  thru  the  year. 

We  were  happy  to  be  part  of  the  Charlestown  House  Tour. 

A  big  part  of  helping  the  library  to  run  smoothly  are  the  many 
donations  of  books,  magazines  and  money;  any  gift  given  is  helpful. 
We  are  thankful  for  the  excellent  help  that  work  in  the  library 
every  day  and  the  ambitious  members  on  the  Board.  These  are  all 
excellent  increments  for  a  super  library  function. 

Several  members  have  terms  that  end  this  year,  so  I  urge  anyone 
who  knows  the  function  of  a  library  or  has  an  interest  in  the 
future  of  our  library  to  consider  running  for  this  position.

Current  Registered  Patrons  -  1,744 

Now  in  its  ninety-eighth  year,  Silsby  Free  Public  Library  has 
grown  from  a  small,  locally  oriented  lending  library  to  a  hub  ful- 
filling the  diversified  needs  of  many  near  and  far,  not  only 
keeping  with  the  demands  being  made  on  libraries  today,  but  with 
the  vision  of  the  library  of  tomorrow--  a  "no  doors"  facility  to 
which  access  will  be  worldwide. 

The  Library  serves  all  the  residents  of  the  five  towns  com- 
prising the  Fall  Mountain  Regional  School  District,  at  no  cost  to 
other  than  Charlestown,  to  provide  equal  access  to  the  students  of 
that  district. 

Through  its  own  purchase,  as  well  as  grant  support,  secured 
by  the  Librarians  of  the  Upper  Valley  Cooperative,  of  which  1  am  a 
member,  Silsby  Library  makes  literacy  and  adult  tutorial  materials 
available  in  support  of  the  Adult  Tutorial  Program  of  Sullivan 
County. 

As  a  participating  member  of  the  On-line  Computer  Library 
Center,  Inc.,  Silsby  Library  cooperates  in  an  interlibrary  loan 
(ILL)  network  which  enables  its  patrons  to  borrow  materials  from 
libraries  throughout  New  England,  and  vice  versa.  This  year  1  in- 
stalled modem  capabilities  (computer  to  computer  via  telephone 
line)  linking  us  to  New  Hampshire  State  Library  to  speed  the  ILL 
process.  This  year  the  Library  filled  ninety-three  requests  for 
Charlestown  residents  and  eighty-six  for  other  libraries,  92%  of 
all  requests  made.  The  number  of  requests  made  this  year  is  up 
53%  over  last  year. 

To  adequately  research  local  history  and  genealogy  requests 
the  Library  purchases  new  materials  as  they  become  available. 
This  year  requests  for  such  information  came  from  as  far  as  Cali- 
fornia and  England.  This  year  we  renovated  the  Historical  Room 
housing  this  collection  by  painting,  cleaning  the  carpet,  and  in- 
stalling floor  to  ceiling  library-quality  shelving. 
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This  work  was  completed  by  Mr.  Lessels,  a  trustee  and  myself.  As 
a  further  effort  to  preserve  the  library  collection  as  a  whole,  a 
climate  (humidity  and  temperature)  control  system  was  installed. 
The  funds  for  both  projects  came  from  diligently  saved  trust  fund 
interest  income  and  were  of  no  cost  to  you,  the  taxpayer. 

In  its  efforts  to  encourage  young  readers,  the  Library  this 
year  again  sponsored  its  Book  Dedication  Program  whereby  each  child 
born  to  a  Charlestown  resident  has  a  book  named  in  honor  of  his 
birth.  With  the  same  intent,  the  Library  To  School  Program  enables 
participating  children  to  check  a  Silsby  Library  book  out  each 
week  at  the  Primary  School  just  as  he  might  at  the  Library,  in 
addition,  this  program  allows  the  child  to  become  familiar  with 
the  librarian,  the  rules  of  the  library,  and  the  care  of  books. 
This  year  some  200  children  checked  out  approximately  2,000  books. 

"Go  Undercover  with  Books",  the  year's  Summer  Reading  Program, 
met  with  unprecedented  success.  Weekly  attendance  ranged  from  40 
to  85  children  throughout  the  six  weeks,  while  130  people  (90  chil- 
dren and  40  adults)  were  on  hand  for  guest  magician.  Professor 
Mordecai  Springfield,  who  came  to  us  in  part  through  a  grant  from 
the  NH  State  Council  of  the  Arts  and  NH  State  Library. 

Special  community  involvement  for  the  Library  included 
Founders'  Day  participation  highlighted  with  an  art  display  by  Mr. 
James  Furman  and  the  Historical  Society  exhibit.  Woodbury's 
Florist  of  Springfield,  Vermont,  aided  us  in  our  Christmas  Tour 
participation  efforts  enjoyed  by  many.  As  always,  for  your  enjoy- 
ment and  awareness,  I  continue  to  seek  out  the  talented  works  and 
special  collections  of  local  residents  to  display.  This  year 
also,  I  was  happy  to  introduce  "Bits  and  Pieces",  a  four  page  news- 
letter of  mine  featuring  items  of  interest  from  our  eighty  perio- 
dicals intended  to  heighten  interest  in  this  area. 

1  wish  to  thank  the  Charlestown  Rotary,  the  Women's  Club,  the 
Conservation  Commission,  and  the  many  individuals  for  their  mone- 
tary gifts  and  donations  of  books,  periodicals,  recordings  and 
historical  material.  This  demonstrates  an  extraordinary  show  of 
support  to  the  Library.  I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Garden  Club,  the 
Women's  Club  and  Mr.  Lovell  Comstock  for  their  tireless  efforts 
to  beautify  the  Library  in  and  out  with  flowers  each  year.  To 
the  many  who  give  of  their  time  as  volunteers,  my  staff,  the 
trustees,  the  selectmen,  and  the  residents  of  Charlestown,  a  very 
heartfelt  thank  you  for  your  faith  in  believing  Silsby  Free 
Public  Library  worthy  of  your  interest,  support  and  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Police  Department  received  12,000  phone  calls  last  year  and 
handled  5,300  Police  matters.  From  the  Police  matters  336  were  in- 
vestigations consisting  of  Juvenile,  Criminal  and  Motor  Vehicle 
complaints  that  were  handled  in  the  District  and  Superior  Courts. 

The  Police  investigated  89  motor  vehicle  accidents,  reporting 
$1,000.00  or  more  in  property  damage.  This  was  an  increase  over 
last  year's  58  accidents. 

The  Police  Department  dispatched  the  Charlestown  Ambulance  to 
304  calls,  an  increase  of  over  242  calls  from  the  year  before. 

The  staff  of  part-time  Police  officers  has  decreased  from  13  to 
8,  who  currently  are  filling  7  police  shifts  on  the  weekends. 

Chief  Fred  Domini  is  the  founder  of  the  Kids  &  Kops  program  in 
our  Primary  School.  Fred  started  the  program  four  (4)  years  ago 
with  no  training  aids  or  equipment.  The  hours  spent  with  the  child- 
ren were  donated  by  Fred.  For  the  next  three  years  Fred  has  found 
Government  Grants  to  pay  for  the  program  and  has  gotten  training 
supplies  and  more  Police  officers  involved. 

The  program  has  been  very  successful  and  rewarding,  not  only  . 
for  the  students  but  for  all  the  police  personnel  who  have  been  in- 
volved. We  have  made  many  friends  and  enjoy  seeing  the  children 
as  they  move  on  from  the  second  grade.  We  hope  that  what  they've 
learned  they  will  take  with  them  through  life. 

We  would  like  to  continue  this  program  and  will  do  so,  if  the 
funding  can  be  raised,  as  grant  money  has  expired. 

Chief  Domini  retired  on  December  31,  1994,  but  not  before 
bringing  the  in-house  Police  computer  and  the  State  SPOTS  computer 
on  line.  This  has  been  a  great  help  in  case  report  management 
and  accurately  recording  the  crimes  as  they  happen  in  our  community. 

Fred  also  arranged  for  the  Government  surplus  items  we  now 
have  and  use,  such  as  the  Dodge  four  wheel  drive  pick-up,  used  for 
Drug  and  Animal  Control.  Fred  got  a  large  electric  generator 
used  for  emergency  power  outages  at  the  Police  Department,  and  he 
acquired  extra  office  furniture  and  filing  equipment;  all  for 
little  or  no  cost  to  the  Town.  "Our  Thanks  to  Freddy". 

In  June,  the  Department  again  sponsored  a  Bicycle  Rodeo  for 
the  students  in  the  Primary  School.  The  success  of  this  program 
is  largely  in  part  to  the  efforts  of  the  volunteers  who  made  it 
all  happen.  The  Department  thanks  those  who  offered  their  time, 
energy  and  enthusiasm.  Bike  Rodeo  '94  saw  well  over  one-hundred 
bicycles  registered  through  the  Department  at  no  cost.  Bicycle 
safety  helmets  were,  once  again,  the  major  prizes.  The  Depart- 
ment will  again  sponsor  the  Bike  Rodeo  in  1995. 
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As  your  new  Chief  of  Police,  I  hope  to  continue  the  fine  work 
accomplished  by  Chief  Domini.  The  community  policing  concept  is 
working,  I  like  the  program  and  you  will  be  hearing  more  about 
Charlestown  Police  calls  throughout  the  year. 

My  thanks  to  the  many  residents  who  called  us  as  they  witnessed 
a  crime,  and  reported  what  they  saw.   I  hope  this  continues.

ANIMAL  CONTROL  REPORT 

Officer  James  Ittem  answered  346  animal  complaints,  consisting 
of  loose  dogs,  injured  domestic  and  wild  animals,  abandoned  dogs 
and  cats,  dog  bites,  stray  livestock  and  cruelty  to  animals. 

Although  the  Department  received  many  phone  calls  for  possible 
rabid  domestic  and  wild  animals,  there  were  none  confirmed. 

The  Town  Government  along  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  have 
supported  legislation  that  went  into  effect  as  of  June  8,  1994 
i^egarding  compliance  with  rabies  shots  and  registration  of  domestic 
animals.  Officer  Ittem  followed  up  on  87  residents  that  failed  to 
respond  to  a  notice  of  licensing  their  dogs. 

The  Charlestown  Animal  Officer,  James  Ittem,  is  trying  to  keep 
rabies  out  of  our  community  and  he  will  continue  to  enforce  the  law 
requiring  residents  to  vaccinate  and  register  their  animals. 

Having  no  Animal  shelter  in  Charlestown  is  a  continuing  prob- 
lem of  trying  to  house  the  lost  and  unwanted  pets. 

Officer  Ittem  will  continue  to  use  the  Claremont  Veterinary 
for  boarding,  at  the  expense  of  the  town.  Officer  Ittem  has 
boarded  many  animals  at  his  residence  and  they  have  been  adopted 
from  there,  but  can  no  longer  continue  to  do  this,  as  the  numbers 
keep  increasing  every  year.  It  is  possible  the  adoption  rate 
would  double  if  Charlestown  had  its  own  shelter,  and  many  of  our 
pets  would  find  new  homes  rather  than  be  put  down. 

Remember  to  spay  and  neuter  your  pets!

Community  Youth  Advocates  and  Chandler  House  programming  is 
specifically  intended  to  maintain  the  family  integrity  whenever 
possible  and  practical  by  providing  education,  prevention,  inter- 
vention, crisis  counseling  and  recreational  services  to  the  youth 
and  their  families  of  Sullivan  County.  These  services  are  inten- 
ded to  empower  the  youth  and  their  families  to  work  out  healthy 
solutions  to  their  problems  and  to  thereby  prevent  the  out-of- 
home  placement  of  as  many  at-risk  youth  as  possible. 

Community  Youth  Advocates  and  Chandler  House  maintain  that  by 
keeping  the  services  local,  and  allowing  the  family  members  to 
remain  in  close  proximity  of  each  other,  these  intervention  ser- 
vices are  more  effective. 

Youth  and  families  are  the  foundation  of  a  healthy  society. 
CYA's  guiding  principle  is:  to  not  just  offer  help  to  people, 
but  to  empower  each  youth  and  family  member  by  strengthening  family 
ties,  promoting  healthy  alternatives  and  supporting  diversity  and 
encouraging  community-based  services  and  partnerships.  This  is 
accomplished  by  working  closely  with  all  area  service  providers, 
schools,  courts  and  police.  Together,  Community  Youth  Advocates, 
and  Chandler  House  strive  to  create  innovative  community  resources 
that  ensure  that  the  essential  needs  of  todays  youth  and  their 
families  are  met,  by  supporting  individual  programs  and  other 
community  endeavors.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  taken  a  more  functionary  role 
in  the  town  in  1994  by  providing  assistance  in  wetland  rehabilita- 
tion, taking  over  the  management  responsibilities  of  the  town's 
forest,  starting  an  environmental  literature  section  at  the  town 
library,  and  becoming  involved  in,  and  coordinating  green-up  day. 

The  Commission  has  taken  the  important  first  steps  in  prepar- 
ing a  much  needed  town-wide  wetland  evaluation  and  assessment  that 
is  essential  to  the  future  planning  of  our  community.  Wetlands 
which  are  shallow  ponds,  marshes,  forest  wetswamps,  fens,  bogs, 
poorly  drained  meadows,  and  seasonally  saturated  low  areas,  provide 
numerous  functional  values,  i.e.  flood  storage,  wildlife  habitat, 
and  sediment  trapping  that  benefit  both  the  town  and  associated 
wildlife  and  need  to  be  monitored. 

The  Commission's  primary  objectives  for  1995  are  directed  to- 
ward wetland  protection,  green-up  day,  nature  trail  rehabilita- 
tion, and  becoming  more  involved  in  town  matters  that  may  impact 
natural  resources.  The  commission  looks  forward  to  further  imple- 
menting the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the  natural  re- 
sources and  for  the  protection  of  watershed  resources  of  our  town, 
and  for  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  to  become  more  involved.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

In  addition  to  the  review  of  seventeen  site  plans,  seven  sub- 
divisions and  two  annexations,  the  Planning  Board  in  1994  was 
heavily  involved  in  rewriting  some  of  the  Town's  ordinances,  in 
conjunction  with  last  year's  revisions  to  portions  of  the  Town's 
Master  Plan.  Our  major  effort  has  been  in  the  area  of  updating 
the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance  and,  more  particularly,  toward  incor- 
porating therein  the  sign  review  standards,  previously  contained 
within  the  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations.  On  the  advise  of  the 
Town's  counsel,  these  regulations  have  been  inserted  into  the 
Town's  Zoning  Ordinance,  along  with  other  proposed  changes,  upon 
which  you  will  be  asked  to  vote  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Accom- 
panying those  revisions,  sign-specific  definitions  have  been  added 
to  section  two  of  the  book  of  codes,  regulations  and  ordinances. 
Among  those  other  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  you  will  note 
that,  for  reasons  of  safety,  set-backs  have  now  been  added  to  all 
zoning  districts.  And,  for  the  protection  of  our  water  resources, 
a  minimum  setback  from  streams  and  ponds  has  been  added  as  well. 

The  Board  has  also  received  recommendations  relating  to 
changes  in  the  procedures  for  acceptance  of  new  roads  and  for  the 
inclusion  of  a  design  alternative  to  the  cul-de-sac.  Those  pro- 
posals will  be  considered  in  the  near  future  and  decisions  made, 
as  to  their  inclusion  within  the  subdivision  regulations. 

The  Board  anticipates  that  work  will  continue  toward  updating 
the  Master  Plan  within  the  next  year.  It  will  also  be  necessary 
that  work  begins  toward  adopting  a  set  of  building  codes  for  the 
protection  of  the  Town's  residents,  as  well  as  its  architectural 
resources.  The  stimulus  for  these  changes,  which  we  hope  will  in- 
volve not  only  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board  and  Fire  Department, 
Health  and  Zoning/Building  Officials,  comes  not  from  the  Board, 
but  from  the  Insurance  Services  Office,  as  a  result  of  the  tragic 
losses  from  hurricane  Andrew.  Because  the  corporate  limits  of 
communities  failing  to  properly  enforce  Florida's  strict  building 
codes  could  be  determined  from  the  satellite  pictures  of  the  state, 
the  loss  prevention  arm  of  the  insurance  industry  has  put  into 
effect  a  building  code  enforcement  grading  schedule.  New  Hamp- 
shire communities  will  be  rated  first  in  1996,  and  each  five  years 
thereafter,  and  insurance  rates  will  be  based  upon  the  strength 
of  and  enforcement  of  a  community's  building  codes,  much  as 
they  are  now  influenced  by  the  enforcement  of  fire  and  life  safe- 
ty codes. 

The  Planning  Board  meets  on  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of 
each  month,  in  the  community  room  of  the  Library-Municipal  Buil- 
ding. All  meetings  are  open  to  the  public  and,  in  addition  to  the 
published  notice,  agendas  are  posted  on  the  bulletin  board  adja- 
cent to  the  Selectmen's  Office  and  at  the  Connecticut  River  Bank. 
The  Board's  assistant  may  be  reached  by  calling  826-5368,  for  in- 
formation relating  to  planning  or  zoning  or  to  schedule  a  hearing 
before  the  Board. 
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We  look  forward  to  your  comments  and  suggestions  and  to  your 
support  for  the  work  which  your  Planning  Board  undertakes  on  your 
behalf.

UPPER  VALLEY  LAKE  SUNAPEE  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Upper  Valley  Lake  Sunapee  Regional  Planning  Commission  is 
a  voluntary  association  of  31  towns.  The  Commission  is  concerned 
with  the  development  of  comprehensive  plans  for  beneficial  and 
balanced  economic,  environmental  and  social  growth  in  the  Region. 
It  functions  as  a  research,  resource,  and  informational  agency, 
and  when  appropriate,  acts  to  obtain  Federal,  State  and  other 
approvals,  grants-in-aid,  loans  and  similar  assistance  for  indivi- 
dual member  towns  and  for  the  Region.  The  Commission  provides 
technical  assistance  to  member  communities  in  the  areas  of  planning 
(land  use,  transportation,  water  quality,  etc.),  mapping,  community 
development,  grantsmanship  and  grant  administration.

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REPORT  OF  SULLIVAN  COUNTY  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL,  INC. 

Highlights  on  the  activities  of  the  Sullivan  County  Economic 
Development  Council  for  1994  include: 

A.  An  increase  in  the  county's  industrial  base  leading  to 
increased  jobs  and  additional  increase  to  county  revenues. 

B.  The  location  of  Monadnock  Mills  of  Jaffrey  to  Claremont. 

C.  The  relocation  of  Waters  Edge  Spa  Distributors,  Inc. 
from  Walpole  to  Charlestown. 

D.  Assistance  to  Bourdon's  Institutional  Sales  in  relocating 
and  securing  larger  facilities. 

E.  The  creation  and  retainment  of  fifty-three  positions. 

F.  We  are  also  working  with  twenty  other  clients. 

With  more  inquiries  being  made  regarding  the  SCEDC  Revolving 
Loan  Fund,  a  program  description  and  application  packet  was  deve- 
loped. Earlier  in  the  year,  a  loan  was  made  to  Waters  Edge  Dis- 
tributors and  we  are  working  with  other  clients  that  are  looking  for 
possible  financial  assistance. 

Assistance  was  given  to  the  CEDA  Tourism  Committee  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  grant  awarded  by  the  Connecticut  River  Valley 
Partnership  Program.  These  funds  were  made  available  through  the 
Connecticut  River  Joint  Commission.  CEDA  is  using  these  funds  to 
initiate  a  tourism  strategy  to  enhance  Charlestown's  economic  base 
through  tourism. 

A  joint  effort  was  made  by  SCEDC  and  the  Small  Business  Development 
Center  (SBDC)  to  secure  a  grant  from  the  New  Hampshire  Community 
Development  Finance  Authority  (CDFA)  for  the  purpose  of  funding  a 
SBDC  satellite  office  in  the  county.  This  will  assist  small  busi- 
nesses with  financing,  business  plans  and  marketing  strategies. 
CDFA  has  yet  to  award  this  grant  request,  but  notification  should 
be  received  early  in  1995. 

A  new  Sullivan  County  marketing  brochure  has  been  designed  and 
printed.  This  brochure  will  be  a  very  effective  tool  in  which  we 
can  promote  the  county  as  an  ideal  location  to  conduct  business  as 
well  as  an  area  in  which  to  reside. 

As  most  of  you  know,  Sue  Elder  has  been  out  on  long-term 
medical  leave  since  July,  1994.  Stephen  Marro  has  been  hired  on 
a  temporary  basis  to  carry  out  the  SCEDC  duties.

For  1995,  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $24,500.00  to  con- 
tinue home  care  services  at  the  current  level.

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REPORT  OF  SULLIVAN  NUTRITION 

Sullivan  Nutrition  delivered  over  7,200  meals  in  Charlestown 
during  the  last  fiscal  year.  We  served  over  6,000  meals  at  the 
congregate  site  in  Charlestown  during  the  same  time  period. 

The  home-delivered  nutrition  services  program  provides  nu- 
tritious meals  to  older  residents,  particularly  those  in  greatest 
economic  and  social  need,  who  are  homebound  by  reason  of  illness 
or  disability  and  to  those  who  are  otherwise  isolated  due  to  trans- 
portation problems.  Services  are  designed  to  maintain  or  improve 
the  health  of  these  older  residents,  preserve  and  support  their 
independence  and  prevent  premature  or  unnecessary  institutionali- 
zation. 

The  congregate  program  provides  a  daily  noon  meal  to  seniors 
in  Charlestown  at  our  congregate  site  in  the  Community  Room  of  the 
Municipal  Building.  This  program  provides  our  senior  citizens  with 
a  nutritious  meal  and  a  chance  to  socialize  with  other  senior  citi- 
zens. 

The  number  of  home-delivered  meals  in  Charlestown  continues 
to  grow  each  year  and  we  feel  this  trend  will  continue.  We  are 
finding  that  more  and  more  senior  citizens  are  in  need  of  some 
type  of  assistance. 

Sullivan  Nutrition  provides  over  98,000  meals  each  year  to 
the  senior  citizens  of  Sullivan  County.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  BUILDING  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  major  project  undertaken  for  1994  by  the  Trustees  was  a 
major  addition  in  the  nurses  area.  For  some  time  they  have  needed 
more  space.  By  squaring  off  the  building,  we  were  able  to  almost 
double  the  present  area.  This  enabled  them  to  have  two  private 
offices,  a  conference  room  and  several  individual  cubicles  for  the 
nurses,  plus  a  laboratory  area  for  blood  work  and  much  needed  storage 
space.  A  handicap  ramp  was  added  as  the  second  entrance  to  the  addi- 
tion, making  the  nurse's  side  handicap  accessible. 

The  one  remaining  project  which  will  be  done  in  the  spring  of 
1995,  is  to  repave  and  enlarge  the  parking  lot  in  the  rear  of  the 
building. 

The  rental  agreements  for  1995  have  been  signed  by  both  the 
doctors  and  nurses  groups.  The  nurses  agreement  reflects  an  in- 
crease covering  the  added  space.  This  is  a  multiple  year  contract. 
We  paid  off  our  pledge  of  $15,000  towards  the  purchase  of  the  new

Also,  at  least  one  meeting  is  held 
in  Concord  each  year  for  all  cemetery  trustees  in  the  State,  with 
a  representative  from  the  Attorney  General's  office.  This  person 
updates  the  trustees  on  any  new  changes  in  the  RSA's  regarding 
cemeteries.

Warrant  this  year  will  request  the  deletion  of  the  term  "Perpe- 
tual Care"  and  will  substitute  the  term  "General  Cemetery  Mainte- 
nance". Nothing  will  change  as  far  as  the  care  of  each  lot.  The 
change  is  only  in  terminology  for  the  reports  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  have  to  file  at  the  end  of  each  year  with  the  Atty. 
General's  office.  We  urge  voters  to  support  this  article.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  HEALTH  AND  HUMAN  SERVICES 

In  1993,  $40,000.00  were  appropriated  for  the  Welfare  Depart- 
ment and  $23,300.00  were  expended.  The  budget  for  1994  was  set 
at  $28,500.00  with  expenditures  totaling  $25,137.44.  Taking  this 
downward  trend  into  consideration,  it  was  decided  to  level  fund 
the  budget  at  $28,500  for  1995. 

Forty-five  families  and  individuals  were  given  assistance  as 
compared  to  54  in  1993.  Welfare  recipients  worked  2211fe  hours  on 
the  work  program  or  $996.75  in  labor  for  the  Town.  As  always, 
our  community  Food  Shelf  was  put  to  good  use,  therefore  less  food 
vouchers  were  issued. 

Special  thanks  to  Richard  Rumrill  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Work 
Program,  and  Arthur  Mayo  who  takes  care  of  the  food  shelf.  Without 
the  dedication  of  these  two  gentlemen  neither  program  would  be  so 
successful .

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REPORT  OF  CEDA/TOURISM 

Charlestown  Economic  Development  Association  (CEDA)  was  formed 
in  1983  for  the  purpose  of  developing  business  and  industry  within 
the  Town  of  Charlestown. 

In  the  fall  of  1991  a  report,  "Rural  Tourism  in  Charlestown" 
was  presented  to  the  selectmen  by  Dr.  Gus  Zaso  from  the  Department 
of  Economic  Development  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  It  was 
then  realized  that  economic  development  in  a  community  could  be 
enhanced  by  promoting  the  community's  assets.  As  a  result  of  these 
findings,  a  committee  devoted  to  tourism  was  formed.  It  became 
part  of  CEDA  and  is  now  involved  with  promoting  tourism  in  Charles- 
town and  is  called  CEDA/T. 

The  mission  of  CEDA/T  is  "To  promote  and  enhance  natural,  his- 
toric, cultural  and  recreational  assets  Charlestown  has  to  offer". 
By  promoting  early  planning  and  cooperation  among  the  many  Charles- 
town groups  and  organizations,  success  for  the  committees  and  their 
organizations  will  be  realized. 

In  1994  several  activities  and  events  were  supported,  promoted 
and/or  planned  by  CEDA/T.  For  example,  their  working  together  in  . 
planning  and  executing  a  major  town  event  contributed  to  the  over- 
whelming success  of  Founders  Day,  while  at  the  same  time  earning 
recognition  for  their  individual  cause.  At  least  25  different 
civic  and  social  organizations  in  town  collaborated  to  promote 
tourism.  Founders  Day  was  an  asset  to  the  Town  by  providing  com- 
munity spirit,  money  in  the  pockets  of  local  groups,  and  an  abun- 
dance of  fun  for  everyone  of  all  ages  and  interests.  Charlestown 
truly  came  alive  September  17th. 

A  Christmas  Day  in  Charlestown,  held  December  10,  was  a 
successful  example  of  coordinating  pre-existing  community  events 
while  adding  a  few  others  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

Yard  Sale  Day  again  was  a  great  success  due  to  the  increased 
publicity  generated  by  CEDA/T.  Many,  many  outside  dollars  were 
added  to  our  economy. 

The  greatest  effort  of  CEDA/T  was  the  accomplishment  of  the 
Charlestown  Brochure.  Not  only  did  this  show  where  we  were,  it 
was  a  graphic  illustration  of  the  historical  and  cultural  aspects 
of  Charlestown.  CEDA/T  applied  for,  and  received  grant  monies 
from  the  Joint  River  Commission  as  a  vote  of  confidence,  to  pro- 
vide support  toward  the  publication  of  the  brochure. 

It  should  be  mentioned,  that  at  the  1994  Annual  Town  Meeting 
CEDA/T  received  its  first  official  support  from  its  community 
with  a  grant  of  $5,000.00.  To  this  date,  $3,200.00  remain  allo- 
cated for  the  purpose  of  consultants,  interpretation  and  drafting 
a  document  dealing  with  the  community  survey. 

In  1995,  the  efforts  of  CEDA/T  will  be  directed  at  contin- 
uing to  promote  and  enhance  Charlestown  by  working  on,  and  sup- 
porting the  following  objectives: 
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Completing  the  Community  information  and  event  board. 

Coordinating  and  promoting  Community  events  and  also  to 
organize  and  promote  a  major  monthly  event. 

Supporting  "Old  Home  Day"  on  August  5th,  and  continuing 
to  organize  and  promote  "A  Christmas  Day  in  Charlestown" 
in  December,  and  Charlestown  Yard  Sale  Day,  July  15th. 

Planning  the  design  and  implementation  of  hiking  trails 
and  camping  areas  on  the  State  Forest  land. 

Supporting  and  promoting  the  Charlestown  Historical 
Society,  and  finding  a  permanent  home  for  storage  and 
display. 

Note:  A  historical  society  should  be  one  of  the  strongest  and 
well  received  organizations  within  a  community  with  such 
a  rich  heritage  as  Charlestown.  We  would  like  to  sup- 
port all  efforts  in  this  direction. 

Supporting  and  promoting  a  monthly  or  bi-monthly  community 
newsletter. 

Applying  for  grants  in  support  split-costing  upgrades  for 
community  sign  harmonization  in  a  historical  period  theme. 

Establishing  an  enclosed  tourist  information  booth  with 
room  for  attendant  and  display  of  handout  brochures. 

Considering  plans  for  a  bicycle  path  and/or  walking  path 
along  the  Connecticut  River,  to  connect  up  with  the 
Springfield  Bike  Path. 

In  closing,  CEDA/T  thanks  all  the  people  of  Charlestown  who 

have  supported  our  efforts  on  behalf  of  their  community.  1995 

will  be  another  exciting  year  and  we  look  forward  to  your  par- 
ticipation and  support. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  STUDENT  CONSERVATION  ASSOCIATION  (SCA) 

The  Student  Conservation  Association  (SCA)  continues  to  play  an 
important  role  in  Charlestown's  economic  growth  and  quality  of  life. 
As  the  national  headquarters  for  America's  largest  conservation 
volunteer  organization,  Charlestown  benefits  both  from  activities 
held  at  SCA's  main  offices  that  draw  volunteers  from  across  the 
United  States  and  from  SCA's  continued  service  and  commitment  to  the 
community. 

The  year  marked  SCA's  second  "Earth  Work  New  Hampshire"  commu- 
nity service  event,  which  drew  more  than  300  volunteers  to  Charles- 
town  for  a  day  of  community  service,  conservation  and  fun. 
Charlestown  residents  joined  SCA  staff  in  rolling  up  their  sleeves 
to  work  on  conservation  improvement  projects  throughout  the  town 
and  region.  These  included  improving  public  access  to  the  hiking 
trail  along  the  Connecticut  River  on  SCA  property,  refurbishing 
canoe-access  campsites,  and  a  river  clean-up.  In  addition,  volun- 
teers cleaned  the  grounds  and  planted  shrubs  and  bulbs  at  the 
Charlestown  Elementary  School,  assisted  with  the  construction  of 
the  Charlestown  Information  Station  with  more  than  20,000  lbs  of 
cobblestones,  and  weeded  and  winterized  five  gardens  at  Fort  #  4. 

SCA  also  continues  to  foster  environmental  education  and 
personal  development  among  Charlestown  youth  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Conservation  Corps  Community  Conservation  Project,  coordi- 
nated in  conjunction  with  Fall  Mountain  Regional  High  School.  In 
this  year-round  program,  students  tackle  a  variety  of  conserva- 
tion projects  in  Charlestown  and  neighboring  municipalities,  assis- 
ting conservation  commissions,  state  and  local  agencies. 

With  45  employees  in  Charlestown,  SCA  also  contributes  to  the 
local  economy  through  its  payroll,  and  SCA's  strong  growth  pro- 
mises continued  opportunities  in  the  future.  In  addition,  more 
than  200  visitors  travel  to  our  North  Charlestown  headquarters 
for  training  and  meetings  annually,  aiding  Charlestown's  growing 
hospitality  industry. 

SCA  employees  also  lent  their  skills  to  assisting  the  Charles- 
town Economic  Development  Association/Tourism  (CEDA)  with  this 
year's  successful  Founder's  Day  celebration.  SCA  staff  coordina- 
ted publicity  for  the  event  as  well  as  spearheaded  the  design  and 
production  of  the  new  Charlestown  map  and  brochure. 

SCA  is  pleased  to  call  Charlestown  its  home,  and  continues  to 
strengthen  our  partnership  with  the  community.  We  welcome  resi- 
dents to  visit  SCA's  offices  on  River  Road  for  additional  infor- 
mation about  our  quality  programs  and  opportunities  for  national 
and  community  service. 
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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  hope  that  1994  will  be  remembered  as  a  year  of  change  and 
growth  for  the  Town.  Last  year's  approval  of  an  appropriation  for 
development  of  new,  and  improvements  to  existing  water  supply  sour- 
ces, has  brought  about  a  successful  conversion,  from  a  surface 
water  system  to  a  safe  and  ample  supply  of  potable  water  for  both 
North  Charlestown  and  the  central  village.  With  both  systems  now 
on  line,  the  next  major  steps  will  be  toward  improving  the  delivery 
systems,  through  an  annual  maintenance  and  replacement  schedule. 
We  have  applied  for  a  grant  which,  if  awarded,  will  help  to  defray 
some  of  the  costs  for  these  improvements. 

Although  the  Highway  Department  continues  to  make  the  most  of 
their  construction  dollars,  the  selectmen  are  deeply  concerned 
that  the  approved  budgets  are  not  ample  to  stay  abreast  of  even  the 
necessary  maintenance  on  our  network  of  roads  and  streets.  With 
this  concern  in  mind,  we  will  ask  your  support  for  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  line  item  dedicated  to  such  reconstruction.  We 
hope  that  voters  will  agree  that  the  return  on  this  additional  in- 
vestment will  result  in  savings  over  the  long-term. 

Some  of  the  changes  which  you  may  note  in  this  year's  budget 
will  relate  to  the  requirement  by  the  State  that  we  use  the  gross 
budgeting  concept,  in  which  all  monies  to  be  expended  must  be  re- 
flected in  the  budget  appropriations  and  that  all  anticipated  in- 
come must  be  reflected  in  the  statement  of  revenues.  In  reality, 
that  has  nearly  always  been  the  case,  even  though  not  required  by 
law.  However,  if  you  find  that  a  particular  budget  appears  sub- 
stantially higher  than  that  reflected  in  a  prior  year,  please  look 
to  see  if  there  is  a  corresponding  increase  in  revenues  which  would 
off-set  that  amount.  One  such  example  is  the  library  budget,  which, 
in  this  year,  reflects  the  money  to  be  received  from  trust  funds. 
In  prior  years  those  items  could  be  netted  out,  with  only  the 
amounts  to  be  raised  by  taxes  being  reflected. 

The  Selectmen  regularly  meet  at  7:00  P.M.  on  the  first  and 
third  Wednesday  of  the  month  in  the  Selectmen's  office,  on  the 
corner  of  Main  and  Railroad  Streets.  All  meetings  are  open  to 
the  public  and  you  may  be  placed  on  any  agenda  of  the  board,  for 
a  specific  discussion,  by  contacting  the  Selectmen's  assistant, 
at  826-4400,  by  Thursday  afternoon  in  the  week  prior  to  any. meet- 
ing. Additionally,  if  you  should  have  a  more  urgent  concern,  or 
an  issue  of  a  general  nature,  the  Board  schedules  approximately 
half  an  hour  for  public  discussion,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
meeting.  The  board  encourages  your  active  participation  in  local 
government  and  hopes  that  you  will  always  feel  free  to  reflect 
your  concerns  to  us,  knowing  that  we  will  make  a  sincere  effort  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  constituents.

Please  remember,  however, 
that  they  must  carry  out  their  duties  in  a  manne>^  prescribed  by 
law,  frequently  with  finite  deadlines.  While  every  effort  is  made 
to  assure  that  you  are  notified  of  those  deadlines,  we  can  under- 
stand that  you  may  be  distressed  when  you  cannot  be  on  this  month's 
agenda  or  if  you  are  required  to  pay  a  penalty  because  your  tax, 
water  or  sewer  payment  is  late.    What  we  would  ask  is  that  you 
not  take  your  anger  out  on  our  dedicated  employees,  as  they  are 
only  doing  their  jobs.  If  you  feel  that  you  have  not  been  fairly 
treated,  please  call  the  matter  to  the  board's  attention  and 
allow  us  to  intervene  on  your  behalf. 

Finally,  1  would  like  to  encourage  all  residents  to  become 
more  involved  in  your  school  and  town  government  budgeting  pro- 
cesses. This  is  the  only  way  in  which  you  can  effectively  work 
to  control  your  taxes. 

Thank  you,  again,  for  your  support.  Although  it  has  been  a 
difficult  year,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  serving  my  community  in 
this  capacity.

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SECTION    8 
ZONING  ORDINANCE 

8.1  Authority/Intent 

In  order  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general  welfare  of  the  Town 
of  Charlestown,  to  secure  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  process  of  developing  the 
town,  and  to  keep  it  an  attractive  place  in  which  to  live  and  do  business,  the  following 
ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  said  town  in  Town  Meeting  convened  in 
accordance  with  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New 
Hampshire  and  by  Chapters  110  and  278  Laws  of  1949  and  1984  Title  LXIV  Laws  RSA 
Chapters  672-677. 

It  is  not  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  that  approval  of  any  use  herein  should  preclude 
the  need  to  make  application  and  receive  a  permit  from  any  other  agency  of  the  Town 
or  of  the  State  or  Federal  Government. 

8.2  Definitions 

The  definitions  listed  in  Section  2  shall  apply  to  this  Zoning  Ordinance.  The 
notations  (SR),  (BC),  (SP).  (ZO)  refer  to  Subdivision  Regulations,  Building  Codes,  Site 
Plan  Regulations  and  Zoning  Ordinance,  respectively,  from  which  the  "Definition" 
section  was  consolidated. 

8.3  Definition  of  Zones 

For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of  Charlestown  shall  be  divided  into 
zones  as  follows; 

Zone  A  -Town  Center  Residential/Professional 

All  property  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  from  the  south  underpass  to  Railroad 
Street,  to  a  depth  of  300  feet  from  the  center  of  Route  12,  exclusive  of  any  railroad 
property  in  the  zone.  All  property  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street  from  250  feet  south  of 
Paris  Avenue  to  School  Street,  not  including  the  property  enclosed  by  School  Street, 
Arbor  Way,  Elm  Street  and  East  Street.  All  property  on  the  east  side  of  East  Street  to  a 
depth  of  250  feet  from  the  south  side  of  Taylor  Hill  to  250  feet  south  of  High  Street 
(Paris  Avenue).  All  property  in  the  Crown  Point  Heights  development. 

Zone  A-1-  Rural  Residential 

All  property  enclosed  by  a  line  starting  with  the  intersection  of  Clay  Brook  and  the 
Connecticut  River,  proceeding  northerly  along  the  east  bank  of  the  Connecticut  River  to 
a  point  600  feet  east  of  the  middle  of  the  Cheshire  Toll  Bridge,  then  proceeding 


southerly  on  a  line  parallel  to  Route  1 1  at  600  feet  from  the  center  of  this  road  on  the 
easterly  side  to  a  point  where  the  line  intersects  with  the  Freight  Road  thence 
northwest  approximately  700  feet  to  the  center  of  the  Springfield  Railway,  thence  south 
along  said  railway  approximately  2000  feet  to  a  point  of  intersection  of  a  line  running 
west  as  an  extension  of  Douglas  Street  400  feet  to  the  center  of  Route  1 1  (The  Old 
Springfield  Road),  thence  south  along  said  Old  Springfield  Road  approximately  1000 
feet  then  east  to  a  point  200  feet  from  Route  1 1 ,  then  south  approximately  600  feet 
parallel  to  Route  1 1  to  the  intersection  with  the  Old  Dump  Road  then  east  along  the  Old 
Dump  road  to  a  point  600  feet  east  of  Route  1 1  then  south  along  a  line  600  feet  from 
and  parallel  to  Route  1 1  to  Clay  Brook,  then  west  along  Clay  Brook  to  the  point  of 
beginning,  excluding  from  this  parcel  all  land  owned  and  occupied  by  Old  Fort  Four 
Associates,  Inc.  to  be  called  Zone  C,  as  further  stated. 

Zone  B-Business 

All  property  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street,  from  Railroad  Street  to  River  Street, 
with  the  railroad  property  as  the  westerly  boundary.  All  property  on  the  east  side  of 
Main  Street  from  School  Street  to  Sullivan  Street,  to  a  depth  of  250  feet  from  the  center 
of  Route  12. 

Zone  C-Fort  #4 

All  property  owned  and  occupied  by  Old  Fort  Four  Associates,  Inc.  as  dated  January 
1 ,  1984. 

Zone  D-Watershed  Protection  Area 

All  land  encompassed  in  the  area  defined  as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  intersection 
of  N.  H.  Route  12  and  the  Chestnut  Flat  Road,  thence  eastward  along  said  Chestnut 
Flat  Road  to  the  intersection  of  Morningside  Lane  Road  and  the  Morse  Hill  Road, 
thence  eastward  along  said  Morse  Hill  Road  to  the  Unity  Town  line,  thence  south  along 
said  Town  line  to  the  intersection  of  the  Unity/Acworth/Charlestown  Town  lines,  thence 
west  then  south  along  the  Charlestown/Acworth  Town  lines  approximately  6900  feet  to 
the  intersection  of  the  Charlestown/Acworth  Road,  thence  west  along  said  road 
approximately  6800  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  Hemlock  Road,  thence  northwest 
along  said  road  approximately  1200  feet  to  the  Stage  (Merrill)  Road  continuing 
approximately  6000  feet  along  said  road  to  the  intersection  with  the  New  England 
Power  Company  right-of-way  and  transmission  line,  thence  north  along  said  right-of- 
way  to  a  1000  foot  arc  around  the  Charlestown  well,  thence  back  to  the  New  England 
Power  Company  right-of-way,  thence  north  along  said  right-of-way  approximately 
15,000  meet  to  a  point  approximately  300  feet  east  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  right-of- 
way,  thence  west  to  said  Connecticut  Valley  Electric  Company  right-of-way,  thence 


north  approximately  5500  feet  along  said  Connecticut  Valley  right-of-way  to  the 
intersection  of  the  Unity  Stage  Road,  the  Connecticut  Valley  right-of-way  and  Route  12, 
thence  north  along  said  Route  12  approximately  1500  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Also  included  is  an  area  encompassed  by  an  arc  1000  feet  in  radius  around  the 
North  Charlestown  well. 

The  above  described  land  shall  be  designated  as  the  watershed  protection  area. 

Zone  E-Mixed  Use 

Zone  E  is  designated  as  all  other  land  and  water  areas  within  the  Town  of 
Charlestown  not  otherwise  zoned. 

Zone  F-1  -Industrial/Business 

All  property  on  the  west  side  of  the  Old  Claremont  Road  beginning  at  a  point  400 
feet  west  from  the  center  line  thereof  and  450  feet  north  of  the  intersection  of  the  center 
line  of  Lovers  Lane  Road  and  proceeding  north  along  the  Old  Claremont  Road  and  400 
feet  west  of  the  center  line  thereof  2300  feet ,  thence  proceeding  at  a  right  angle  1700 
feet  to  the  west,  thence  proceeding  southwest  1000  feet  from  the  center  line  of  Route 
12  to  an  intersection  with  the  center  line  of  Woodrise  Road,  thence  south  along  the 
center  line  of  said  Woodrise  Road  to  a  point  of  intersection  of  a  line  running  east, 
parallel  to,  and  450  feet  north  of  the  center  line  of  Lovers  Lane  Road  approximately 
2800  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Zone  F-2-lndustrial/Business 

All  property  enclosed  by  a  line  beginning  with  the  intersection  of  the  Old  Springfield 
Road  (Route  11)  and  the  Freight  Road  running  southeast  along  the  Freight  Road 
extended  to  intersect  with  Route  12,  then  south  along  Route  12  approximately  2800 
feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  Old  Dump  Road  with  Route  12,  then  west  along  the  Old 
Dump  Road  to  a  point  200  feet  from  Route  1 1  then  north  parallel  to  Route  1 1 
approximately  600  feet  to  the  Route  1 1  cut-off  from  Route  12,  then  west  to  Route  1 1 
then  north  along  Route  1 1  approximately  1000  feet  to  the  intersection  of  Douglas  Street 
with  Route  1 1  then  east  approximately  400  feet  along  Douglas  Street  extended  to  the 
intersection  with  the  Springfield  Railway,  then  north  along  said  railway  approximately 
2000  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning  thus  causing  a  portion  of  Zone  A-1  north  of  the  Old 
Dump  Road  to  the  Freight  Road  to  be  re-zoned  F-2. 

8.4  Regulations 

8.4.1  Zone  A-Town  Center  Residential/Professional-The  following  uses  shall  be 
permitted; 


a.  A  detached,  one  or  two  family  dwelling,  church,  school,  offering  general 
education  courses,  private  school,  library. 

b.  Professional  uses  such  as  paying  guests,  offices  of  lawyers,  dentists,  doctors, 
real  estate  operators,  dressmaking  or  hairdressing  parlors,  and  similar  home 
occupations,  not  offensive  to  the  area  in  which  they  are  located. 

c.  By  special  exception: 

Private  club  not  conducted  for  profit,  municipal  recreation  or  water  supply  use, 
hospital,  clinic,  convalescent  home,  sanitarium,  museum,  research  center, 
philanthropic  use,  hotel  or  inn,  golf  club,  garden  and  nursery  may  be  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  under  standards  set  forth  in  Section  8.9. 

d.  Only  the  following  signs  shall  be  permitted: 

Town  and  State  Highway  directional  and  regulatory  signs,  historical  signs,  and 
those  relating  to  the  sale,  lease  or  rent  of  the  property  or  to  the  profession  of 
the  occupant.  No  sign  or  group  of  signs  shall  exceed  five  square  feet  in  area. 

e.  Every[  new]  building  new  to  a  site  [or  structure,  or  any  building  or  structure 
moved  from  another  location,]  shall  be  set  back  from  [the  front]  all  property  lines 
a  minimum  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet  [and  from  the  side  lot  at  least  twenty  feet]. 
Where  a  building  is  constructed  upon  or  moved  to  a  lot  which  is  located  between 
existing  structures,  the  setback  shall  be  in  line  with  buildings  adjacent. 

f.  Each  lot  for  a  new  building  [development]  shall  have  a  minimum  of  15,000 
square  feet  and  a  minimum  frontage  of  1 00  feet. 

g.  Conversion  of  existing  dwellings  or  the  construction  of  new  dwellings  for  the 
housing  of  a  maximum  of  four  families  shall  be  permitted,  providing  that  the  lot 
upon  which  said  dwelling  is  located  provides  sufficient  parking  space  for  the 
cars  of  all  occupants.  Each  family  unit  will  require  5000  square  feet  of  land 
area. 

8.4.2-Zone  A-1-  Rural  Residential  -  Same  uses  permitted  as  in  Zone  A. 

8.4.3-Zone  B-Business  -  The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted: 

a.  Apartment  house[,]  and  commercial  use,  such  as  grocery  store,  bakery,  coffee 
shop,  drug  store,  theater,  meat  and/or  [fruit]  produce  market,  filling  station, 
automobile  parking,  shoe  repair  shop,  restaurant,  and  other  retail  business  or 
service,  to  include  home  occupations. 

b.  Places  of  amusement  and  assembly,  auto  repair  shops,  and  other  motor 
vehicle  services,  any  wholesale  business. 


c.  By  special  exception:  Light  manufacturing  or  assembly,  which  will  not  be 
detrimental  to  a  neighborhood  for  reason  of  odor,  smoke,  dust,  fumes,  vibration 
or  because  of  danger  of  fire  or  explosion,  gas  stations  and  other  automotive- 
related  activities.  No  dry  cleaning  establishments  or  paint  shops  shall  be 
permitted  in  close  proximity  to  other  buildings. 

d.  [All  new  or  relocated]  Every  building[s]  new  to  a  site  shall  be  set  back  from  aN_ 
[the  front]  property  lines  a  minimum  of  (10)  feet  [and,].  Where  a  building  is 
constructed  upon  or  moved  to  a  lot  which  is  located  between  existing 
structures,  the  set-back  shall  be  in  line  with  buildings  adjacent.    All  businesses 
shall  provide  sufficient  off-street  parking  in  accordance  with  the  following 
standards: 

Sufficient  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  [to  allow  300  square  feet] 
for  [each  three  (3)  people]  employees. 

[e.    No  sign  or  group  of  signs  shall  exceed  twenty-five  square  feet  in  area  on  any 
one  property  nor  be  placed  in  a  position  which  would  be  a  traffic  hazard.] 

8.4,4-  Zone  C  -  Fort  No.  4-The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted: 

a.  Restoration  and  construction  of  buildings/structures  in  keeping  with  the 
architecture  and  master  plan  of  Fort  No.  4. 

b.  Agricultural  uses  incidental  to  the  Fort  No.  4  operation. 

c.  Land  use  in  keeping  with  the  restoration  plans  of  Fort  No.  4. 

d.  Parking  areas  and  access  roads  in  keeping  with  the  Fort  No.  4  master  plan. 

8.4.5-Zone  D-Watershed  Protection  Area-  The  following  uses  shall  be  permitted: 

a.  Residential  lots  of  a  minimum  of  five  (5)  acres.  No  lot  shall  contain  more  or 
other  than  one  dwelling  unit.  Setbacks  from  all  lot  lines  shall  be  a  minimum  of 
twenty  five  (25)  feet. 

b.  Agriculture  and  Forestry  (lumbering)  uses  which  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the 
Watershed. 

Special  Exceptions:  Home  occupations,  having  been  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board. 

8.4.6-Zone  E-Mixed  Use-  The  following  uses  are  permitted:  Any  use  in  Zones  A  ,  B  or 
D,  F-1  and  F-2.  Industrial  uses  must  observe  the  forty  (40)  foot  set-backs  of  Zones  F-1 


and  F-2.  All  other  uses  must  observe  set-backs  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet.  Special 
exceptions  of  those  zones  mav  be  approved  bv  the  Zoning  Board  if  found  meeting 
criteria  of  Section  8.10. 

8.4.7-  Zones  F-1  and  F-2-Business/lndustrial 

8.4.7.1- Objectives 

These  zones  provide  a  location  for  the  establishment  of  businesses  to  improve 
employment  opportunities  and  broaden  the  tax  base  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown. 
These  zones  have  good  access  to  transportation  facilities,  public  water  and  sewer 
facilities,  and  do  not  conflict  with  the  uses  of  other  areas.  A  variety  of  types  of 
manufacturing  and  offices  are  permitted,  provided  they  are  in  keeping  with  the 
aesthetic  and  economic  objectives  stated  in  the  Charlestown  Master  Plan  (see  Sec. 
8.4.7.5)  and  provided  minimum  performance  standards  (8.4.7.4)  are  met. 

8.4.7.2-  The  Following  Uses  are  Permitted: 

a.  [  Any  m]Manufacturing,  compounding,  processing  treatment  or  warehousing  of 

goods,  products  or  sub-assemblies  (defined  as  finished  materials  or  materials 
not  requiring  further  manufacturing)  excluding  junk  or  salvage  materials, 
[  and]  meeting  minimum  performance  standards. 

b.  Offices,  newspaper  and  printing,  research,  testing  or  analysis  laboratory. 
[c,d  (combined  with  b,  above)  e.  Accessory  use.] 

8.4.7.3-  Allowed  by  Special  Exception  and  meeting  performance  standards: 

a.  Contractors,  yard  and  building. 

b.  Public  assembly  buildings. 

c.  Trucking  terminal. 

8.4.7.4-  Performance  Standards  (minimum): 

a.  Lot  size-  80,000  square  feet,  40  feet  set  back  any  side. 

b.  Floor  area-  first  floor  area  shall  not  exceed  forty  percent  (40%)  of  lot  area. 

c.  Height-  no  building  or  part  thereof  shall  exceed  50  feet  in  height. 


d.  Environment-  facilities  on  the  lot  will  not  be  detrimental  to  a  neighborhood  for 
reason  of  odor,  smoke,  dust,  fumes,  vibration,  noise  or  because  of  danger  of 
fire,  explosion  or  danger  to  groundwater. 

e.  Parking/Loading-  adeguate  off-street  parking  for  employees,  with  a  dedicated 
loading  area,  having  an  adeguate  turning  radius  for  delivery  vehicles. 

f.  Storage-  waste  materials  must  be  enclosed. 

g.  Site  Plan  Review-  the  provisions  of  the  site  plan  review  ordinance  apply. 

8.4.7.5-  Master  Plan  Objectives 

The  stated  purpose  for  establishing  industrial  park  areas  stated  in  Section  8.4.7.1 
are  described  in  the  Charlestown  Master  Plan  and  pertinent  sections  are  herein 
applicable. 

Section  5.2-  Economic  Development-  deals  with  establishing  economic 
development  in  Charlestown. 

Section  5.4-  Charlestown's  Assets-  explains  the  surrounding  area,  its  people, 
housing  and  supporting  facilities. 

Section  5.5.1-  Specific  Proposals-  suggests  courses  of  action  the  Town  may 
take  in  establishing  industrial  parks. 

Section  10-  Environment-  recommends  need  to  protect  and  preserve 

wetlands,  food  plains,  watersheds, 

groundwater  etc.  in  any  sort  of  development  effort. 

Section  1 1 .8-  Industrial  Development-  describes  the  use  of  the  land  for 
industrial  purposes  emphasizing  protecting  owners  investments. 

Section  13.3.3-  Attract  Industry-  deals  with  the  methods  and  economics  of 
attracting  new  industry. 

8.5  General  Provisions  -  shall  apply  to  all  zones 

8.5.1-  Any  lawful  use  of  any  building  or  premises  in  existence  at  the  time  this  ordinance 
becomes  legal  may  continue  its  use  though  it  is  contrary  to  the  ordinance. 

8.5.2-  If  any  non-conforming  use  of  any  building  or  premise  be  discontinued  for  at  least 
a  year,  subseguent  use  shall  conform  to  the  ordinance.  Vacated  manufactured  homes 
which  have  no  habitable  living  areas  and  are  not  connected  to  WSPCC  approved 
sanitary  facilities  shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  unless  located  in  an  approved 


manufactured  home  sales  area.  [Vacated  manufactured  homes,  which  have  no 
habitable  living  areas  and  are  not  connected  to  WSPCC  approved  sanitary  facilities, 
shall  be  removed  from  the  premises  unless  located  in  an  approved  manufactured  home 
sales  area.] 

8.5.3-  Junk  yards  or  places  for  the  storage  of  discarded  machinery,  vehicles  or  other 
materials  shall  be  permitted  only  in  rural  areas  at  least  1500  feet  from  Routes  11,  12, 
and  12A,  and  in  conformance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  236:1 1 1-129. 

8.5.4-  That  portion  of  property  lying  within  100  feet  on  either  side  of  a  zone  line  shall  be 
determined  by  the  owner  to  be  in  either  zone. 

8.5.5-  Permanent  signs  to  be  placed  in  any  zone  shall  be  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board  before  they  are  erected,  in  accordance  with  section  8.6  of  this  zoning  ordinance. 

8.5.6- All  disposal  of  waste  must  be  in  conformance  with  state  requirements. 

8.5.7-  Excavation,  filling  or  construction  adjacent  to  the  Connecticut  River  shall  be  done 
in  compliance  with  the  Shoreland  Protection  Act  of  1994  (RSA  483-B)  and  only  in 
conjunction  with  uses  permitted  therein.  Excavation,  filling  or  construction  adjacent  to 
all  other  water  bodies/courses,  must  be  a  minimum  of  25'  ,  measured  horizontally,  from 
the  high  water  mark  for  that  body/course,  within  which  set-back  a  vegetated  buffer  must 
be  maintained. 

SECTION  8.6  WAS  PREVIOUSLY  CONTAINED  WITHIN  THE  SITE  PLAN 
REGULATIONS  AND  IS  REVISED  IN  ITS  ENTIRETY. 

8.6-  Signs 

8.6.1- Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  section  is  to  provide  reasonable  guidance  for  the  design  and 
installation  of  signs  located  within  our  Town.  Your  Planning  Board  appreciates  the  dual 
function  which  signs  perform,  providing  advertising  for  our  business  owners  and 
direction  to  the  general  public,  for  finding  the  goods  and  services  provided  here.  Signs, 
however,  should  not  detract  from  the  overall  rural  character  of  the  town,  mar  scenic 
vistas,  or  be  permitted  to  proliferate  excessively.  This  Ordinance  is  intended  to  strike  a 
balance  between  the  importance  of  preserving  and  enhancing  our  community's 
appearance,  the  need  for  protection  of  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  its  citizens  and 
the  advertising  needs  of  the  business  community. 

Accordingly,  no  sign  shall  be  changed  or  altered  in  any  way,  or  erected  or 
placed  in  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  without  a  permit.  An  application  for  a  sign  permit 
shall  include  the  sign  location,  design  to  scale,  sign  size,  method  of  illumination, 
wording,  types  of  lettering  and  materials  of  construction. 


8.6.2-  Permit  Required 

The  following  signs  are  allowed  for  permitted  uses  in  the  Town.  Each  of  the 
following  signs  reguires  a  permit. 

a)  One  sign  per  business  attached  to  the  building  and  one  free-standing 
sign  per  building. 

b)  Where  structures  house  more  than  one  business,  the  free-standing  sign 
shall  be  a  directory  type  sign.  Directory  signs  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the 
size  of  the  building  and  number  of  businesses  therein. 

cl  All  individual  business  owners  shall  be  reguired  to  apply  for  a  permit  to 
erect  any  sign  pertaining  to  the  business.  The  property  owner  shall  be 
reguired  to  apply  for  directory  signs. 

d)  One  sign  not  exceeding  five  (5)  sguare  feet  in  area  for  each  home 
occupation  approved  by  the  Planning  Board. 

e]  One  sign  not  exceeding  sixteen  (16)  sguare  feet  in  area  at  each  entrance 
to  a  subdivision  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  and  comprising  of  10  or 
more  dwelling  units. 

8.6.3-  Permit  Not  Required 

The  following  signs  do  not  reguire  a  permit: 

a)  Signs  bearing  only  property  numbers,  postal  numbers,  and  other  non- 
commercial identification: 

b)  Street  signs  in  conformance  with  Town  reguirements: 

c)  Directional  signs,  each  no  greater  than  seven  (7)  sguare  feet  in  area  and 
no  higher  than  five  feet  off  the  ground,  such  as  those  indicating 
entrances,  exits  and  parking: 

d)  Any  sign  reguired  by  Federal,  State,  County  or  Local  law: 

e)  Legal  notices  such  as  "No  Trespassing"  or  "No  Hunting"  signs: 

f)  Signs  located  on  rolling  stock  of  licensed  common  carriers  or  registered 
motor  vehicles  fit  for  highway  use  and  not  used  to  defeat  the  spirit  of 
these  Regulations: 


2)        National.  State,  provincial,  or  religious  flags,  except  when  used  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  draw  attention  to  a  commercial  enterprise.  No  unrelated 
message  may  be  used  on  any  such  flag: 

h)        Flags  with  the  word  "Open": 

i)         Signs  not  to  exceed  sixteen  (16)  sguare  feet  each,  listing  agricultural 
products  for  sale  in  season,  for  such  operations  as  farm  stands  and 
Christmas  tree  farms: 

j)  Signs  no  greater  than  two  (2)  sguare  feet  each,  with  any  of  the  following 
messages:  Open,  closed,  vacancy,  no  vacancy,  credit  card,  telephone, 
rest  room  and  other  similar  informational  sign: 

k)        House  names  and  historical  markers:  or 

I]  "For  rent"  or  "for  sale"  signs,  meeting  the  guidelines  of  section  8.6.5c, 
placed  by  the  property  owner,  or  in  the  case  of  a  real  estate  sign,  by  a 
licensed  real  estate  broker. 

8.6.4-  Existing  Non-Conforming  Signs 

a)  Every  permanent  sign  lawfully  in  existence  at  the  time  of  adoption  of 
these  regulations  may  continue  in  existence  and  be  maintained  by  the 
owner  of  the  premises,  but  may  not  be  changed  in  any  of  its  dimensions 
or  character  or  be  moved,  unless  it  is  made  to  comply  with  these 
regulations.  In  the  event  there  is  a  change  of  ownership  of  the  premises, 
or  a  change  of  tenants,  or  a  reconstruction  of  a  sign,  then  all  signs  must 
be  brought  into  compliance  with  these  regulations. 

b)  Any  non-conforming  sign,  the  use  of  which  has  been  discontinued  for  a 
period  in  excess  of  90  days,  shall  not  be  reestablished,  restored  or 
repaired  unless  it  is  made  to  comply  with  these  regulations. 

c)  All  signs  of  a  non-historic  nature  shall  reflect  the  current  use  of  the 
property.  After  a  period  of  90  days,  all  non-historic  signs,  that  do  not 
advertise  the  current  use  or  residents  of  the  premises,  shall  be  removed 
by  the  owner  at  his/her  expense. 

8.6.5-  Temporary  Signs  -  Permit  Reguired 

Temporary  signs  are  signs  that  advertise  special  events.  Such  signs  may  be 
erected  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 


a)  Charitable  or  community  event-  Temporary  signs  may  be  erected  not 
more  than  two  (2)  weeks  in  advance  of  tine  eyent  and  must  be  removed 
not  later  than  two  (2)  days  after  the  event  is  concluded. 

b)  Commercial  promotions-  Temporary  signs,  displays  or  other  devices 
designed  to  call  attention  to  a  commercial  enterprise,  may  be  placed  in 
windows  of  premises.  Temporary  signs  may  be  placed  outdoors  on  the 
premises  provided: 

1.        they  have  Planning  Board  approval:  and 

Z         they  are  not  displayed  longer  than  7  days  per  reguest: 

Permission  for  such  displays  will  only  be  granted  10  times  per  year. 

c)  Off-premises,  directional,  real  estate  signs  may  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  sale  of  a  specific  property,  with  written  permission  of  the  owner  of 
the  property  on  which  the  sign  is  located.  No  sign  shall  be  larger  than 
sixteen  (16)  sguare  feet. 

8.6.6-  General  Guidelines 

a)         Size-  The  size  of  a  sign  should  be  a  function  of  its  location,  whether  in  a 
rural,  commercial  or  residential  area,  its  distance  from  the  travelled  way 
and  the  speed  of  passing  traffic.  No  sign  shall  exceed  16  feet  in  height  or 
50  sguare  feet  in  area.  Signs  identifying  home  occupations  shall  not 
exceed  5  sguare  feet  in  area.  Historic  signs  shall  not  exceed  eight  (8) 
inches  by  sixteen  (16)  inches  and  lettering  thereon  shall  not  exceed  three 
(3)  inches  in  height. 

The  frame  or  supports  of  the  sign  shall  not  be  computed  in  the  overall 
area  unless  they  are  intended  to  draw  attention  to  or  be  part  of  the 
advertising: 

If  the  sign  is  irregular  in  shape,  such  as  cutout  letters,  the  area  shall  be 
computed  by  drawing  a  regular  shape  around  the  perimeter  of  the 
extremities  of  the  sign. 

Legibility  depends  more  on  the  color  and  type  of  sign  rather  than  actual 
size.  The  size  of  the  sign  or  the  words  should  be  kept  in  scale  with  the 
viewers'  speed,  whether  pedestrian  or  vehicular. 

To  the  extent  possible,  signs  identifying  commercial  establishments 
should  generally  be  placed  within  a  long,  continuous  information  band 
immediately  above  the  storefront  or  directly  on  the  display  window. 


In  industrial  or  commercial  areas,  larger  free-standing  signs  should  be 
kept  lower  to  the  ground  to  balance  the  size  of  the  sign.  The  scale  of 
free-standing  signs  should  be  compatible  with  the  body  of  the  buildings 
they  identify  and  should  not  be  of  a  size  that  would  overpower  buildings 
on  a  particular  site. 

If  signs  are  mounted  on  buildings,  they  should  be  harmonious  in  scale 
and  proportion  with  the  building  facade  upon  which  they  are  mounted  and 
with  the  architectural  elements.  They  should  not  detract  from  the  building 
facade. 

All  signs  in  place  since  1900  shall  be  known  as  historic  signs.  Their 
preservation  is  encouraged.  If  either  building  or  sign  is  removed,  the  sign 
will  be  donated  to  the  Town  for  preservation. 
Example;  "CHARLESTOWN  INN" 

Business  signs  that  take  the  name  of  the  original  owner  are  encouraged 
when  they  meet  the  reguirements  of  the  present  sign  ordinance. 

House  signs  that  name  the  original  owner  and  date  of  construction  shall 
be  attached  so  as  not  to  impede  placement  of  91 1  house  numbers.   Such 
signs  shall  be  white  or  the  color  of  the  building  upon  which  it  is  placed. 
Lettering/  numbers  shall  be  either  black  or  gold. 

b)  Construction  and  Design  -  All  signs  shall  be  constructed  of  high  guality 
materials  and  be  in  a  style  and  design  consistent  with  the  general  themes 
outlined  above. 

c)  Illumination  -  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  by  means  of  steady,  shielded  light 
sources  without  causing  glare  or  throwing  light  directly  onto  any  street  or 
highway,  any  adjacent  property  or  any  building  being  used  in  whole  or 
part  for  a  residence. 

d)  Maintenance  -  All  signs  shall  be  maintained  by  the  owner  of  the  premises 
and  not  allowed  to  fall  into  a  state  of  disrepair.  Any  sign  which  has  been 
abandoned  and/or  allowed  to  fall  into  such  disrepair  as  to  be  in  violation 
of  this  regulation,  shall  be  removed  at  the  original  owner's  or  current 
property  owner's  expense. 

8.6.7-  Prohibited  Signs 

The  following  shall  not  be  allowed  in  any  district: 


a)  Any  off-premises  advertising  signs,  or  signs  which  advertise  an  activity, 
business,  product  or  service  no  longer  conducted  on  the  premises  upon 
which  the  sign  is  located: 

b)  Any  sign  which  has  visible  moving  parts,  blinking,  moving  or  changing 
illumination,  inflatable  signs  or  other  similar  devices.  Exceptions  are 
traditionally  moving  signs  such  as  barber  [signs]  poles  and  signs  which 
show  time  or  temperature: 

c)  Any  placement  of  signs  which  is  deemed  by  the  Board  to  be  unsafe,  such 
as  a  sign  which  would  interfere  with  pedestrian  or  vehicular  traffic  view  or 
passage,  or  which  would  be  similar  to  traffic  or  directional  signs,  and  thus 
confuse  motorists: 

d)  Signs  placed  on  utility  poles: 

e)  Portable  or  moving  signs,  except  when  used  as  temporary  signs  in 
accordance  with  Section  4-b  of  this  regulation. 

8.7-  Enforcement 

8.7.1-  A  Zoning  Administrator  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  he  or 
she  shall  be  responsible  for  administering  and  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.   In  fulfilling  his  or  her  duties  and  responsibilities,  the  zoning  administrator 
shall  receive  applications,  inspect  premises,  maintain  records,  issue  permits  and 
perform  other  tasks  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

8.7.2-  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  moved,  altered  or  erected  and  no  land  shall  be 
used  without  a  permit  duly  issued  by  the  Zoning  Administrator.  A  zoning  permit  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  only  if  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  have 
been  met.  A  zoning  permit  shall  be  issued  or  denied  by  the  Zoning  Administrator  within 
ten  (10)  working  days  of  the  [submission  of  an]  receipt  of  a  completed  application. 

8.7.3-  Whenever  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  violated,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  upon  their  own  initiative  or  upon  notification  by  the  Zoning  Administrator 
shall  take  such  action  as  shall  be  appropriate  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

8.7.4-  In  accordance  with  RSA676:17,  [  Whoever  violates]  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  [ten]  one- 
hundred  dollars  ($1 00.00)  for  each  day  of  violation. 

8.8  Validity 


The  invalidity  on  any  section  or  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  invalidate  any 
other  section  or  provision  thereof. 

8.9  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment 

8.9.1-  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five 
(5)  members  [and]  who  shall  be  removable  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  only  upon  written 
charges  and  after  public  hearing.  In  addition  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  three  (3) 
alternate  members  removable  only  upon  written  charges  and  after  public  hearing,  who 
shall  serve  during  their  term  whenever  a  regular  member  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
shall  be  absent  or  disqualified  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  673:14.  Within  thirty  (30) 
days  of  adopting  of  this  amendment  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  new  Board 
of  Adjustment,  and  one  regular  member  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year,  one 
for  two  years,  one  for  three  years,  one  for  four  years  and  one  for  five  years  and 
thereafter  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one  regular  member  for  a  term 
of  five  years.  Alternate  members  shall  serve  for  three  years.  The  Board  of  Adjustment 
shall  have  all  of  the  power  and  duties  set  forth  under  provisions  of  RSA  674:33  The 
Board  of  Adjustment  shall  serve  without  compensation. 

8.10-  Special  Exceptions 

Whenever  a  special  exception  may  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  such  special  exception  shall  be  granted  only  in  accordance  with  the 
following  regulations  and  restrictions: 

8.10.1-  No  use  shall  be  permitted  which  could  cause  any  undue  hazard  to  health, 
safety  or  property  values  or  which  is  offensive  to  the  public  because  of  noise,  vibration, 
excessive  traffic,  unsanitary  conditions,  noxious  odor,  smoke  or  other  similar  reasons. 

8.10.2-  Sufficient  off-street  parking  shall  be  provided  to  allow  300  square  feet  for  each 
two  anticipated  patrons  or  employees  on  the  premises  at  the  same  time. 

8.10.3-  All  set-back  regulations  shall  be  complied  with.  All  known  abutters  of  any 
proposed  special  exception  site  shall  be  notified  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  by 
Certified  Mail  at  least  one  week  prior  to  any  public  hearing  regarding  the  special 
exception.  The  names  and  addresses  of  the  known  abutters  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
applicant  on  a  plat  plan  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

8.11- Amendment 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any  legal  Town  Meeting, 
provided  one  public  hearing  has  been  duly  notified,  such  hearings  receiving  ten  days 
notice,  as  prescribed  by  RSA  675:3  and  675:7.  Such  vote  to  be  on  official  ballot  only. 
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
